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DETAILED ACTION 

1 . Receipt is acknowledged of the response filed on 05 August 2003, which has 
been entered in the file. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

2. Claims 1-1 1 are allowed. 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
Although, the best prior arts of record to Miller [US 6,244,763], Block [US 

6010,156], Wolfram [US 5,051 ,565], and Petkovsek [US 5,697,648] teach that a method 
of printing labels having a barcode representing address and mailing address. However, 
Miller, Block, Wolfram, and Petkovsek taken alone or in combination of other 
references, fail to specifically teach a method of a printing label pair containing a 
destination address and a destination barcode and tagging each label pair with an 
locally unique identifying mark in which the identifying mark is human discernable to 
allow a user to match the label pair in view of the applicant's response filed on 05 
August 2003 and as set forth in the claims.
